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Applicant argues on page 6 of the after-final remarks that "since each template in Gupta encodes the cross-product of the operations in 
each of its slots and since the supergroups are determined using bitvectors, the tree in Gupta cannot decode a VLIW packet by "matching 
each term in said one of said plurality of known syntaxes against a respective term in a resolved packet syntax using said tree structure" 
as required by independent claim 1 ." 

While fully considered, the argument is found non-persuasive because the examiner still does not see how this disqualifies Gupta as a 
reference. There is very little detail set forth in Gupta about cross-products and bitvectors and the details that do exist are vague. As is 
known, a cross-product is the pairing of all elements in one set with all elements in another set. So, the examiner's understanding of Fig. 3 
and the related disclosure is that the template can represent the combination of instructions from different slots (sets). For instance, say a 
packet can hold two instructions. The first slot can contain an instruction from the set {instruction A, instruction B} and the second slot can 
contain an instruction from the set {instruction C, instruction D}. The cross-product would yield the possible combinations for the packet 
{(instruction A, instruction C), (instruction A, instruction D), (instruction B, instruction C), (instruction B, instruction D)}. And, the template 
would be able to represent one of these sets as is common with VLIW templates, such as Hull. Given the template, one would still need 
to travel down the tree to find out which instruction is actually in the packet. 
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
